SELECT COMPANY OF POLITBURO FIGURES SHOULD BE SUFFICIENT TO CANCEL 
OUT THE CRITICISM LEVELLED AGAINST HIM AND, IN THE CURRENT 
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TO MAINTAIN AN AURA OF UNITY AND STABILITY IN THE FACE OF 
DELICATE LEADERSHIP ADJUSTMENTS. 
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
